YOU DON’T EXPECT someone as smart as 
Mike Nichols to be so damn funny and 
charming. There was always something 
intimidating about that fearsome intel- 
lect. But part of what made the director 
of The Graduate, Who’s Afraid of Virginia 
Woolf?, Carnal Knowledge, Working Girl, 
and Silkwood such a vital storyteller was 
his ability to show us who we are without 
malice or condescension. File his films 
under “constructive criticism” for the 
human race. 

A former comedian who broke into 
show business in the 1950s as part of the 
sketch duo Nichols and May, he became a 
filmmaker who never shied away from 


our darker sides, but always found a way 
to illuminate them with the warming glow 
of absurdity. His was a bittersweet sophis- 
tication, with a wink. 

In trying to find someone worthy of pay- 
ing tribute to Nichols, there proves to be 
no better eulogizer than Nichols himself 
(with a little bit of help from Eugene 
O’Neill). Diving into a recording from a 
conversation about his last film, 2007’s 
Charlie Wilson’s War, there he is, talking 
about the rapscallion politician played by 
Tom Hanks, but also defining himself: 
“Anybody who tells the truth, especially by 
themselves, is a very compelling figure.” 

The trick, he said, to telling a story that 
resonates through the ages is not getting 
hung up on the here and now. “Relevant to 
our times is a confusing prospect. We all 
know and love what Mary Tyrone said in 
Long Day’s Journey Into Night: ‘The past is 
the present, isn’t it? It’s the future, too’ I 
don’t know if you can say anything better 
than that. Nor anything truer. You can’t 
argue with it. 

“The job of people like us who tell 
stories is to stay where you are,” Nichols 
continued. “The reason Long Day’s 
Journey is the great American play about 
family, and about the country, is it is 
where it is, it happened when it hap- 
pened. Yes, it contains the past, and it 
contains the future, and it contains our 
present. That’s why we sit at plays like 
that, or Death of a Salesman, and weep.” 

That’s why generations to come will do 
the same (and also laugh) with the films of 
Mike Nichols. He showed us what we 
were, and will always be. He was a man of 
his time and yet—timeless. 


Nichols died of cardiac arrest in New York.

Joan Rivers was not done. 
At 81 she had lived a life 
that could jam-pack 10 
lifetimes. But she wasn’t 
an average person. She 
wasn't done. She left us 
unfinished. 

She was as vital last 
August as ever—in fact, 
she was doing her best 
work. She once said she 
didn’t feel she found her 
comedic voice until she 
was 70. | love that. 

For true-blue stand-up 
comics like Joan Rivers, 
there is no endgame. It’s 

a process. A lifestyle. The 
only thing that was going 
to stop Joan from being 

a comic was death. So, 
touché, death. And f--- you 
very much. 

She was an expert 
writer and actress—so 
seamless you didn’t see 
any of it. Hidden in plain 
sight. And it kills me that 
she never was seen as the 
actress she was, because 
| know it bothered her. 

Joan had that underdog 
mentality that was the 
motor behind everything 
she did. And when things 
were good it was no 
reason to stop or rest or 
pause for a little pat on the 
back. Jesus Christ, they 
had to tape Fashion Police 
at zero o'clock in the morn- 
ing so she could shoot her 
7 million other shows. 

She loved fiercely, was 
passionate—you did NOT 
want to get on her bad 
side—and was a profes- 
sional doting grandma and 
meddling mother. (Two 
years ago, as | was leaving 


the E! studios after doing 
an episode of Fashion 
Police, she screamed 
down the hall after me: 
“Find someone for 
Melissa!”) Anyone who 
knew Joan knew that she 
had only one true love, and 
that was her daughter, 
Melissa. Her Missy. 

Joan Rivers was a 
comic to the marrow. She 
was hardcore and tough 
as nails, but inside there 
was this soft, gooey, 
giant-hearted, Ubersensi- 
tive inner core. And 
whether we knew it or 
not, that’s what we loved 
about her. 

| once went to Melissa’s 
house to shoot Joan’s Web 
series, In Bed With Joan. 
Joan made me hide in her 
closet until she introduced 
me. In the closet was this 
hideous coat—it was big 
and bulky and gray, half 
shag yarn, half fake fur. 
| said, ‘Joan, this is the 
ugliest coat I’ve ever seen.” 
She said, “It’s not ugly, it’s 
beautiful! It’s Topshop!” 
My punishment for not 
appreciating her coat was 
| had to keep it. When | got 
home | put it on. | put my 
hands in the pockets. They 
were filled with crumpled 
tissues and mints. | knew 
| would never throw 
them away. They were 
in those pockets to stay. 
And | cherish that coat. 
Because she's right. 

It’s beautiful. 

Rivers died of complica- 
tions during surgery 

in New York. 
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BEFORE SHE WAS a legend, before she used her 
patrician, pack-a-day voice and sleepy bedroom 
eyes to create a dangerous new style of Hollywood 
glamour—in other words, before she was Lauren 
Bacall—she was an anonymous 19-year-old teaching 
the biggest screen icon on the planet how to whistle. 
It’s probably pointless to reduce a career as long and 
indelible as Bacall’s to one film. But in 1944’s To Have 
and Have Not, you can actually see a star being born 
fully formed. The brassy self-possession, the wise- 
beyond-her-years weariness, the smirking way she 
seduced Humphrey Bogart. It’s all there in her 
debut. She was 25 years younger than Bogie, but 
watching them together, it’s clear that she’s in 
control. Over the seven miraculous decades that 
followed, she’d never not be.

PHIL WAS COMPLICATED: shy, lonely, 
funny, and incredibly smart. He was also 
tough. When we worked together for the 
first time on [2013's] Catching Fire, he had, 
as most great actors have, a defense 
mechanism. He was sort of testing the 
waters until he saw the results of the 
work. There was something so exacting 
about what he expected of himself and 
what he expected of the people around

him. But when it worked, he was so 
pleased. 

After the first film, there was a differ- 
ent level of trust and respect that started 
to pay off for us personally on the Mock- 
ingjay movies. We talked about kids and 
family, but we talked about story a lot. 
Quite honestly, I think that I learned 
more about acting from him than I have 
from anybody else I’ve worked with. He 


was always looking for the humanity in 
everything. That’s what he was after and 
that’s one of the things that made him 
such a great actor. That’s the dynamic 
that he was able to bring to his character 
and to the world of these [Hunger Games] 
movies. In the wrong hands, Plutarch 
[Heavensbee] could have been a cartoon 
character from the Capitol, but he 
wanted to figure out how to make Plu- 
tarch a real person. The way he worked 
through a scene was unlike any actor I’ve 
ever seen. It was pretty incredible. I’m so 
grateful and thankful that I got a chance 
to work with him.

IT IS TRADITIONAL for young Doctor 
Who fans to hide behind the couch 
during scarier moments of the 51-year- 
old British time-travel show. But the 
way executive producer Steven Moffat 
tells it, there may be a few adults 
tempted to jump back there and join 
them when BBC America airs this 
year’s Christmas episode on Dec. 25 at 
9 p.m. “It’s a scary one,” says Moffat, 
who wrote the special. “I keep defining 
it as Miracle on 34th Street meets Alien.” 

The first part of that mash-up is per- 


sonified by Hot Fuzz actor Nick Frost, 
who guest-stars as Father Christmas 
alongside Peter Capaldi’s Doctor and 
his companion, Jenna Coleman’s Clara 
Oswald. “We have the real Santa Claus,” 
says Capaldi. “It’s not a robot dressed 
up as Santa Claus or an alien creature— 
he’s the real deal.” Frost excitedly 
recalls the day he first stepped onto the 
set of the Doctor’s time-traveling space- 
ship, the TARDIS. “It was amazing,” he 
says. “You know sometimes if you’re 
driving a car too fast over a big hill you 


Update: The Saga of Serial Gets Fresh Life 
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After we covered the oh-so- 
addictive podcast Serial in our 
Nov. 28 issue, the story of 
Adnan Syed, who's currently 
serving time for the murder of 
his ex-girlfriend, continued in 
real time.

get a tingly feeling where your ovaries 
would be? I kind of had that feeling.” As 
for the Alien half of the equation, Moffat 
promises the North Pole-set tale will 
feature “some good monsters. If the 
Doctor and Santa are going to join 
forces, you’ve got to give them a real 
menace to fight, haven’t you?” 

There are rumors the Christmas 
show will also reveal that Coleman’s 
character is expecting the child of her 
sort-of-deceased boyfriend Danny Pink 
(long story), and even that the episode 


is set to be the actress’ Doctor Who 
swan song. Coleman sounds convinc- 
ingly surprised by the prospect that her 
character could be pregnant: “This is 
news to me.” She is more tight-lipped 
when asked about the possibility that 
Clara may soon be leaving the TARDIS 
for good. “I’m terribly sorry for being so 
annoying,” she says, “but Steven and 
the team are very keen for people to not 
know what’s going to happen, so it is 
genuinely a surprise.” 

It was in last year’s Christmas 
episode that Matt Smith’s Doctor trans- 
formed into Capaldi’s 12th version of 
the Time Lord, who has the ability to 
physically regenerate. At 56, the 
Scottish actor is easily the oldest thesp 
to play the part since the show returned 
to screens in 2005 following a lengthy 
hiatus. While the decision to cast 
Capaldi was a risk, as even Moffat 
admits, the gamble seems to have paid 
off: In August, 2.6 million viewers 
watched the first episode of his debut 
season, a record for BBC America. 
“The scripts we had were so powerful 
and so good,” says Capaldi. “I’ve been 
very lucky.” 

He adds that viewing the Christmas 
special was an annual tradition in his 
household long before he was cast in the 
role. “We watched it as a family, never 
thinking for a moment that one day it 
would be me!” says the actor. “Maybe I’ll 
hide behind the sofa, for a different rea- 
son.” A different reason? “I was never 
scared of Doctor Who,” says Capaldi. 
“Tm only scared of my performance.”

Fargo: Series

Or Miniseries? 
When the Writers Guild of America 
released its annual nominations on 
Dec. 4, FX’s Fargo was notably absent. 
The series version of the cult movie 
overcame initial industry skepticism 
with a poignant crime story and 
scored 18 Emmy nominations as a 
miniseries. This makes the reason 
behind the WGA omission all the 
more shocking: FX pulled Fargo 
from consideration by the Guild to 
protest the decision that the title 
must compete as a drama series. 

If your reaction to all this is So 
what?—hold up. This isn’t really 
about the WGA, but rather the latest 
Hollywood scuffle where networks 
are being accused of category 
shopping for awards shows—like 
Netflix submitting Orange Is the New 
Black to the Emmys as a comedy 
rather than a drama, or HBO sub- 
mitting True Detective as a drama 
instead of a miniseries, a move that 
then made Matthew McConaughey 
eligible for the Outstanding Actor 
category. For its part, FX has called 
for consistent across-the-board 
standards. “The rules need to be 
changed, and the only way to change 
them is to take a stand,” says Fargo 
showrunner Noah Hawley. 

Good news: The Guild will review 
its rules in the wake of Fargo’s 
protest. Says WGA president Chris 
Keyser, “We will look to restrict, so 
far as possible, category shopping.”

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Colbert Goes (Helm’s) Deep 
With Peter Fackson

While the rest of America was either shopping or sleeping in, 
Stephen Colbert spent his Black Friday morning in his New Jersey 
home on the phone with one of his cinema idols, Peter Jackson. 
“Vm in my pajamas,” Colbert proudly stated to the Hobbit director, 
who was Calling from London. “I’m in my post-Thanksgiving torpor, 
coming down from a stuffing hangover.” But Colbert put on his 
pointy interviewer's hat, engaging Jackson in an enchantingly smart 
45-minute conversation about movies, magic, and the meaning of 
Middle-earth. The Lord of the Rings Oscar winner was impressed, 
but stopped just short of saying yes when Colbert suggested—nay, 
commanded—what Jackson’s next job should be. An excerpt: 


Stephen Colbert I’m calling you 
from my library with the fire 
going, doors all closed. I’m 
feeling very hobbity right now. 
Peter Jackson And | haven't got 
any shoes on, so I’m a bit hobbity 
myself. 

How old were you when you 
first read Tolkien? 

| was on a train. | was reading 

it on a train between Wellington 
and Auckland to go ona 
photo-engraving apprenticeship, 
so | would’ve been about 17. 

Are we seeing in these 

movies what you saw in your 
mind then? 

| don’t think so. In some respects 
I'm still very much the same 
person as | was when | was 17, 
so it’s likely that | was imagining 
some of the similar landscapes. 
The train goes right past Mount 
Ruapehu, which is where we 
shot the Mordor scenes. But 

| wasn’t for a second imagining 
that Mordor would be there. 
Which characters from the 
book do you most identify with? 
The hobbits. They’re New Zea- 
landers to some degree, because 
we live in a far-off little country 
and we have a suspicion of the 
outside world. | probably identify 
more with the hobbits than | do

with the humans. But, for the 

life of me, | can never identify 
with the elves. 

Is there a film genre you want 
nothing to do with? Will we ever 
see a Peter Jackson rom-com? 
Possibly. | don’t know if I’m a very 
good comedic filmmaker, but | do 
have a reasonably good sense of 
humor. The genre that | don’t feel 
a great affinity for is hardcore 
science fiction. | don’t regard The 
Hobbit or The Lord of the Rings 
as science fiction in the slightest. 
Growing up, it used to enrage 
me when people would see me 
reading Lord of the Rings and 
say, “Oh, I love science fiction.” 
| know, | know. 

They all got lumped together 
in the same sort of ghetto at 
the bookstore. 

Yes. The thing | like about The 
Lord of the Rings and The Hobbit 
is that they were more historical 
fantasy. It was much more fun 
for us to approach them as his- 
torical truth, from a time that 
predates the Egyptians and the 
Greeks, like a Dark Age. 

That was one of the things 
Iheard you talk about back 

in 1998, in one of the first 
interviews you did about 

Lord of the Rings. You were 


talking about Helm’s Deep. 

Yes, yes, yes. 

You said you were going to 
shoot this like archaeologists 
who had found the original 
sites. Something like “We’re 
not creating a set of Helm’s 
Deep; we’re restoring the 
original place.” 

[Laughs] Yeah, that’s right, that’s 
right.

Do you feel like 
what you’ve done with these 
films has changed movies? 
That's hard for me to answer. 

| guess, after The Fellowship of 
the Ring and the other two films, 
there were films that came out 
that had medieval or ancient 
battle scenes in them, and | did 
recognize the type of camera 
angles that | did in those. That 
was kind of fun. 

I noticed a lot of midfield clash. 
Well, | can’t claim ownership of 
that because the great midfield 
clash that preceded Fellowship 
of the Ring was the one in Brave- 
heart. | used to study those battle 
scenes so closely. But what | 
recognized in other movies was 
the kind of swoopy-camera, big 
ultra-helicopter shots that we 
started to do in ours. 

Is there another fantasy story 
that you might want to tell? I'd 
like to see you tell The Iliad. 
Right, okay. 

The Iliad is the only piece I can 
think of that has this depth of 
backstory that The Lord of the 
Rings does. If you read a wide 


swath of Greek myths, and then | 
read The Iliad, you go, “Oh, this 
isn’t just a stand-alone story.” 
It’s tremendous history. 

Yeah, yeah. 

So please do it. 

| haven't really thought about it. 
Certainly that is the type of film 
that | would love to go see, but 
right now, I'll probably just 
have... little vacation would 

be quite nice. You know, just for 
a week or two. 

[Laughs] So what happens to 
New Zealand now? 

[Laughs] Well, at the moment 
there’s a lot of people going to 
New Zealand because of the 
movies, which is good. The legacy 
of the films will be in the tourism. 
Just as people go to Salzburg 
because The Sound of Music was 
shot there 50 years ago, I’m 

sure in 50 years people will prob- 
ably still be going to New Zealand 
because of these movies. 
Hobbiton is permanent now, 
right? 

It is, yep. I'll tell you what,

“YOU BOW

IN 1998, WHILE surfing the nascent infor- 
mation superhighway to, I’m gonna say, 
alt.tolkien (ask your parents to ask their IT 
guy), Iran across a story both wonderful 
and perilous. Director Peter Jackson would 
be making an adaptation of The Lord of the 
Rings. In fact, he had already started. 

At the time, I knew Mr. Jackson only as 
the director of the critically acclaimed 
Heavenly Creatures. And as great as that 
movie is, I wasn’t sure there was room for 
hysterical, murderous teenage girls in the 
trilogy...other than, of course, Eowyn. 
(Shield maidens be crazy!) 
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And while I was happy to see someone finally take a live-action 
stab at the trilogy, I was worried. Because with previous attempts 
at bringing LOTR to the screen, I had been burned. Take Ralph 
Bakshi’s 1978 quasi-animated Lord of the Rings, a mishmash of The 
Fellowship and The Two Towers that never even finished the story. 
And of the 1980 Rankin/Bass The Return of the King, the less said the 
better. We hates it, we hates it, we hates it forever! 

And I was afraid that Jackson would be just another thief come 
to take my treasure—my hoard of Middle-earth memories. It was a 
very possessive, obsessive, dragony feeling. 

Or worse, he might not treat them with respect. We fantasy fans, 
even more than our sci-fi brethren, had long been ghettoized as 
lovers of childish fairy tales.

Nights returns to the city that defined his early career, and takes us 
works.

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A CLEAR, CRISP SUNDAY MORNING, PAUL 
Thomas Anderson is driving me around 
Tarzana, his home turf. Built on the site of 
Edgar Rice Burroughs’ ranch, Tarzana is 
eclectically nondescript, like all the low-rise 
suburban enclaves that dot the San Fernando 
Valley. On Ventura Boulevard, where we stop 
to pick up some overpriced fruit drinks, the 
architecture is a do-your-own-thing mish- 
mash that refuses to add up to a Style. 
Anderson bemoans the eyesores, but he’s a 
born-and-bred Valley boy. “It’s where ’'m most 
comfortable in my own skin,” he says. He tried 
living on the other side of the hill for a year, 
in a Spanish home in Los Feliz, east of 
Hollywood. “It was a great house, but I didn’t 
feel like I belonged,” he says. “I had to get back 
to the Valley.” 

There are filmmakers whose work is 
inextricably linked with a locale—Woody 
Allen and Martin Scorsese are inseparable 
from New York, Nebraska is owned by Alex- 
ander Payne, Federico Fellini transformed 
our vision of Rome. Los Angeles, of course, 
has been the backdrop of thousands of mov- 
ies since the silent era. We think we know it, 
but it takes an artist to help us see it anew. In 
such films as Boogie Nights, Magnolia, 
and Punch-Drunk Love—all set in his beloved 
Valley—and in his latest, Inherent Vice, set in L.A’s South 
Bay, Anderson leads us down side streets we’ve never taken, 
arriving at destinations where we’ve never been. 

Anderson, 44, lives atop a hill in a sprawling 1940 ranch-style 
home with Maya Rudolph and their four kids, but before we 
head up there, he wants to show me the former home of one of 
his idols. John Huston, whose The Treasure of the Sierra Madre is 
one of his favorite films, had an estate just a stone’s throw from 
where Anderson now lives. Huston shot The Red Badge of 
Courage in the nearby hills. 

Wherever Anderson goes, his Los Angeles is haunted by 
cinematic ghosts: Every time he gets off the 101 freeway at Vine, 
he thinks of the apartment William Holden lived in in Sunset 
Boulevard. After he first saw John Boorman’s Point Blank, he 
was so obsessed with it he scoured the city to check out all the 
locations Boorman used.

When people think of classic L.A. movies, the images have 
always come from the other side of the Santa Monica Moun-4 
tains. No city has been more filmed. From Double Indemnity to)

ner, Hollywood has repeatedly turned its cameras on itself, for 
reasons both practical and narcissistic.

Then, in the early ’80s, it achieved a dubious national 
identity—like, totally—as the birthplace of Valspeak, the habi- 
tat of vapid teenage girls. The first movie Anderson remembers 
seeing that reflected where he lived was Fast Times at Ridge- 
mont High. He was 12. A decade later, in 1993, he caught a movie) 
that would leave an even deeper impression. “When I saw 
[Robert] Altman’s Short Cuts I thought, “That looks like where) 
T live,” he says. “Even though it wasn’t the Valley, just the way, 
it looked kind of bleached out and f---ed-up, it looked ugly.”

In 1997, the world got to see L.A. through his eyes. 
With Boogie Nights, his second feature, the Valley had 
found its 27-year-old cinematic muse. The film took 
us back to the 1970s and ’80s, revealing the hidden 
world of professional porn. The Valley was (and still 
is) the adult-film capital of America, and Anderson 
had grown up imagining what went on in the anony- 
mous industrial buildings he’d ridden by on his bike 
as a kid. In high school, he’d made a short mocku- 
mentary about a spectacularly endowed porn star 
he dubbed Dirk Diggler. He resurrected this none- 
too-bright superstar for Boogie Nights, casting 
Mark Wahlberg in the role and coaxing a nuanced 
performance from Burt Reynolds as porn king J: ack 
Horner, Diggler’s father figure. 

Even now it’s hard to believe that movie was made 
by a young man, and not just because the high- 
octane filmmaking demonstrated a prodigious 
command of the medium. What astounds is the 
depth and generosity of his vision. It’s a movie about 
the need to create family even in the most unlikely 
places, about the seismic shift from film to video in 
the porn industry, about people desperate for self; 
reinvention. And wasn’t that what L.A. had always 
promised: a desert mecca where you were allowed to 
shed your first skin and dream up another? 


THERE ARE EXTRAVAGANT views of the Santa 
Monica Mountains from the windows of Anderson’s 
home: elms and jacaranda and palm trees in the dis- 
tance, the lush foliage camouflaging hillside homes. 
With a little squinting you could easily imagine 
you're living in the country. Yet just a few miles below 
is Magnolia Boulevard, which bisects the San 
Fernando Valley from Encino, to the west, all the way, 
east to Burbank, home of Warner Bros. and Disney 
studios. It was this quintessential Valley thorough- 
fare that gave its name to his next movie. 

Magnolia was his shoot-the-moon magnum opus, 
ateeming three-hour epic that follows the intersect- 
ing lives of nine lost Valley souls. Like almost all his 
movies, it was about, among many other things, 
fathers and sons, and it was made in the aftermath 
of the death of his own father, Ernie Anderson. Ernie 
was a voice-over artist who had once, under the 
name Ghoulardi, hosted a popular late-night horror- 
movie show on Cleveland TV. In Magnolia, aspects 
of his father are parceled out between two charac- 
ters, one played by Jason Robards, the other by 
Philip Baker Hall.

THERE ARE NO SWEEPING overhead vistas, no gaudy bill- 
boards, no palm trees—indeed, precious few establishing 
shots—in Anderson’s Valley films. These are L.A. movies made 
by an insider, and for the most part they take place inside. Los 
Angeles is a city of private fantasies connected by freeways: Its 
real life takes place behind closed doors. For a place stereotyped 
as being about flash and surface, it’s never been concerned with 
presenting a well-groomed face to the world. Building codes are 
for places protective of their past, and L.A., ever dreaming, 
doesn’t like to look back. Anderson's movies instinctively under- 
stand this. Filled with anonymous stucco apartments, generic 
storefronts, and unadorned warehouses, they accept the non- 
descript, yet manage to make the nondescript unforgettable. 
When Europeans turn their cameras on L.A.—think 
Michelangelo Antonioni’s Zabriskie Point or John Schlesinger’s 
The Day of the Locust—their landscapes can’t help but editorial- 
ize: often scathingly, sometimes fondly, usually ironically. In 
Anderson's movies, the physical city is a given; his gaze peers 
elsewhere—into L.A.’s messy, aspiring, wounded soul. 
But as Boogie Nights suggested—and his non-L.A. movies 
There Will Be Blood and The Master confirmed—Anderson is 
an instinctive historian, with an uncanny ability to capture 
the feel and psychology of the past. 
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apes and sends up classic gumshoe mysteries, 

Inherent Vice re-creates the after-the-fall L.A. 
counterculture without using the usual ’60s visual short- 
hand. You won’t find any psychedelic freak-outs or Day-Glo 
VW vans. Though it’s filled with pratfalls and gags, the 
comedy floats above a steady undertone of melancholy. Doc 
Sportello, the reefer-toting private eye played by Joaquin| 
Phoenix, is haunted by his old flame (Katherine Waterston), 
whose sudden reappearance sets off his labyrinthine journey 
into the netherworld of the City of Angels. It’s a movie about 
loss—lost love, lost utopian illusions—set in a place where 
neighborhoods can vanish overnight, plowed under by rapa 
cious real estate developers. We may be through with the past, 
but the past is not through with us. 

Back at Anderson’s house in Tarzana, we walk down to the 
converted garage that is his office, a vast, high-ceilinged 
space lined with books, DVDs, VCRs, and movie posters, 
He flips on TCM, the first order of business. Is it just coin- 
cidence that the movie that happens to be on is 1954’s 
archetypal Hollywood-on-Hollywood saga, A Star Is Born? As 
we talk, his eyes are periodically snared by a glorious Tech- 
nicolor image, and he stops to point out how it must have 
been achieved. I’m trying to get him to explain his unusual 
ability to get so deep inside L.A’s past and present. He 
shrugs; he’s not one to analyze his own work, or blow his own 
horn. Boogie Nights? “It just came naturally, ’d been around 
it so long,” he says. We start talking about other filmmakers 
who’ve captured the ethos of a time period. “It’s funny the 
things you can get right somehow,” he says. “You just know: 
That feels right.” But now Anderson is not talking about 
other directors. He bends forward. “The truth is the truth is 
the truth.” It’s said lightly, almost with embarrassment. To 


my ears, however, it sounds more like a credo.

SIT POSSIBLE to sit through a movie, mentally cata- 
loging its absurdities, and still walk out dazzled? 
Because that pretty much sums up my experience 
watching Ridley Scott’s eye-candy spectacle Exodus: 
Gods and Kings, an over-the-top Old Testament epic 
that’s essentially Gladiator with God. The story will 
be familiar to anyone who's seen Cecil B. DeMille’s 
1956 Easter-season perennial The Ten Commandments or 
thumbed through a certain King James best-seller. But as 
a refresher, the film opens circa 1300 B.c.z., the heyday of 
the Egyptian pharaohs. John Turturro’s dying ruler, Seti, is 
making plans to hand the throne over to his spoiled son, 
Ramses (Joel Edgerton), and Ramses’ closest friend since 
childhood, Moses (Christian Bale), has his doubts about the 
impetuous, heavily eyelinered heir. But he keeps quiet—a 
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smart move since Ramses is the kind of short- 
fused sociopath who peacocks around the 
palace with a cobra draped around his neck. 
After saving Ramses’ life in battle, just as a 
prophecy foretold, Moses travels to the city 
of Pithom and gets a sickening eyeful of the 
whip-cracking brutality dished out to the 
kingdom’s Israelite slaves. It’s here that a wise 
Jewish elder (Ben Kingsley) tells Moses of his 
secret Hebrew lineage and destiny to lead his 
people out of bondage and into the promised 
land. Rumors of this true bloodline soon make 
their way to the paranoid Ramses, who 
responds by exiling his friend. As Moses 
grapples with his existential crisis, he’s visited 
by God in the form ofa petulant young boy with 
a British accent—a casting choice I suspect 
many will find problematic, mystifying, or just 
plain laughable. In my case, it was all three. 

It’s not easy to make an ancient story feel 
fresh. Just ask Noah’s Darren Aronofsky. But 
Scott and his brooding, fully committed lead- 
ing man (as if Bale knows any other gear) 
manage to carve out an intimate character 
study within the tarted-up expanse of a 3-D 
blockbuster. As ever, Scott is more interested 
in your eye than your heart or head. He’s a 
visual storyteller, a builder of breathtaking 
worlds. And the scope of his CGI-festooned 
Egypt is massive. The director nails the 
razzle-dazzle look of the movie, but the tone is 
all over the place. When God unleashes a 
series of plagues that make the Nile run red 
with blood and set off infestations of frogs and 
locusts as well as an outbreak of nasty boils 
and pustules, Exodus briefly turns into a cross 
between a Roland Emmerich disaster flick 
and a biblical gross-out film. 

Scott also doesn’t seem to know what to do 
with his embarrassment-of-riches cast. There 
are characters, like Sigourney Weaver as 
Ramses’ mother and Aaron Paul as a Hebrew 
slave, who make flashy entrances only to 
vanish. And for a story set in ancient Egypt, 
there is a puzzling dearth of Middle Eastern 
and African faces. Instead, we’re given a 
Moses from Wales (Bale) and a pharaoh 
from Brooklyn (Turturro) with an Aussie son 
(Edgerton). This whitewashing was already 
dicey in the ’50s, when Commandments starred 
such decidedly non-Egyptians as Edward G. 
Robinson (who always spoke like he had a 
cigar clenched between his teeth), Yul Brynner, 
and Charlton Heston in a cotton-candy beard.

I FELT A LITTLE frisson of dread when I heard 
that Wild was going to be made into a movie. 
How could Cheryl Strayed’s incandescent 
memoir about hiking the Pacific Crest Trail 
possibly translate to the screen? Ravaged by 
her mother’s death, Strayed had embarked on 
the 1,100-mile trek almost impulsively, and her 
tale is largely internal, “a primal grab for a 
cure, for the thread of my life that had been 
severed,” she writes. “I could feel it unspooling 
behind me—the old thread I’d lost, the new 
one I was spinning—as I hiked.” 

I shouldn’t have worried. Director Jean- 
Marc Vallée (Dallas Buyers Club) has made a 
movie that adheres to Strayed’s book in 
almost every way. That’s not always a good 
thing, by the way—faithfulness often leads to 
leadenness. Vallée has done the opposite, 
delivering a film that is both graceful and 
gutting. Wild, which was adapted by novelist- 
turned-screenwriter Nick Hornby, is even set 
up like Strayed’s book, with her story slowly 
emerging in layer upon layer of flashbacks as 
she walks. Witherspoon ditches her sunny 
persona before she laces up her first mountain

boot and plays Cheryl with real grit, drawing 
you in from the opening scene, in which she 
rips off a battered toenail. There’s been much 
talk recently of the 2014 Reese-aissance; Wild 
is all the proof you need that Witherspoon has 
indeed found creative rejuvenation. 

Good adaptations always add another 
dimension to a beloved book, or make you see 
something you’d missed while you were read- 
ing. In this case, it’s a fuller picture of Strayed 
herself, thanks to the way Vallée manages to 
convey her howling, bottomless-seeming 
grief. When you see the depth of love between 
Cheryl and her mom (radiantly portrayed by 
Laura Dern in a series of stunning scenes), 
you understand how she became so 
unmoored. The visceral scenes that follow of 
her promiscuity, heroin use, and crumbling 
marriage all make a terrible sort of sense. 
This isn’t a journey of redemption—it’s one 
of salvation. 

Wild isn’t a perfect film. The ending is 
abrupt: When the hike’s over, so is the movie. 
And some of the interior monologues run on 
abit. But those are small quibbles. Vallée has 
taken a contemplative book where, frankly, 
very little happens and transformed it into a 
gut-punching drama. A=

THE BIG EYES are everywhere. 

Walk into Margaret Keane’s modest 
Craftsman home in Napa Valley, Calif, and 
forlorn children with outsize peepers stare 
at you from every angle. These whimsical 
kids are the hallmark of her paintings, which, 
in the 1960s, filled the aisles of Walgreens 
and Woolworths, where they sold by the 


truckload and brought in an estimated 

$4 million. Her paintings were so popular 
that celebrities including Joan Crawford, 
Kim Novak, Natalie Wood, and Jerry Lewis 
all sat for portraits. Today they line the walls 
of the soft-spoken 87-year-old artist’s living 
room, adorn the labels of wine bottles in her 
home, and make up a collage that covers 


her coffee table. They are her, she is them. 
And for most of her career, no one knew she 
had painted them. 

For close to 30 years, Margaret's former 
husband, Walter Keane, claimed that he was 
the genius behind these emblems of mass- 
market kitsch. She went along with the 
charade until after their 1965 divorce, when 
she announced the truth on a radio show. 
The dispute dragged on until a dramatic 
showdown in a Honolulu courtroom in 1986. 
There, before a judge and jury, in 53 short 
minutes, Margaret painted a picture of a 
brown-haired boy peering over a fence. 
Walter painted nothing. He claimed a shoulder 
injury prevented him from demonstrating his 
skills with a brush. And so, with that single 
work, called simply Exhibit 224, Margaret 
proved that she was responsible for every 
piece of art that had carried the Keane name 
since 1955. “In some ways, it’s my most 
important painting,” she says, gazing at the 
11-by-14-inch rectangle that occupies center 
square on her wall of saucer eyes. “It brings 
back good memories. But | felt sorry for him.” 

Those recollections—as well as the less 
sunny ones that preceded them—provide the 
framework for Tim Burton's new film, Big 
Eyes. In theaters Dec. 25, the movie stars 
Amy Adams as Margaret and Christoph 
Waltz as Walter, and it unequivocally supports 
her as the true Keane artist. Walter, mean-

while, is depicted as a delusional cad whose 
quest for fame trumped reality. It sullies his 
name and legacy, already dubious to begin 
with. And in doing so, it compromises all the 
stories | was told as a child about Walter. 

For | too am a Keane. 

My mother is Walter's niece, the oldest 
daughter of his older brother, James. Walter, 
whom | never met, was the closest my family 
ever got to celebrity. As an infant, | had my own 
set of oversize eyes, and my parents called me 
a Keane baby. Throughout my childhood, they 
regaled my brothers and me with wild tales of 
the larger-than-life rascal who lived in San 
Francisco. In one story, my father experienced 
a drunken night with Walter, who introduced 
him to every bartender—and stripper—in the 
Bay Area. For us kids, Keane paintings were 
high art. We didn’t own any originals, but we'd 
pore over the Walter Keane monograph of 
“his” work. We treated each page, separated 
with tissue paper, like it was the Magna Carta. 
Ina family of down-to-earth salesmen and 
teachers, he was the ostentatious star. 


MARGARET FIRST MET Walter in 1954 at 
an art exhibit in San Francisco. After a whirl- 
wind courtship, they married, and soon Walter 
was hawking landscapes he claimed to have 
painted, as well as her big-eye paintings. Her 
work found buyers immediately. His, not so 
much. It wasn’t until 1957 that she realized 


what he was up to. First she found a crate of 

his landscapes signed with a different artist's 

name. Then a couple who had just bought one 

of her pictures asked her, “Do you paint too?” 
“| put two and two together and | thought, 

‘Oh, boy,” says Margaret, a devout Jehovah's 

Witness who still paints every day. “We 

had it out, but he scared me to death. He 

said | had to do it. We would starve. People 


wouldn't buy the paintings if they thought a 
woman painted them.” 

Margaret admits that without Walter she 
never would have had a career. He was a 
shrewd salesman both of the Keane artwork 
and himself, cozying up to San Francisco 
Chronicle columnist Dick Nolan, who fre- 
quently mentioned the would-be artist in his 
man-about-town columns. Walter mastered 
the commercialization of art through the 
mass production of prints before Thomas 
Kinkade even learned to hold a brush. “Walter 
had a tremendous talent and personality 
that could sell anybody anything,” Margaret 
says. “He promoted those paintings. He got 
himself in to see all those movie stars. They 
agreed to buy paintings and to be painted all 
because of his personality.” 

That allure is what my family recalls most 
vividly. Some describe him as flamboyant 
and charming. Others found him overbearing 
and narcissistic. (All descriptions are likely 
accurate.) None of my relatives are willing to 
defend Walter, who passed away in 2000 at 
85, but no one is ready to denounce him, 
either. Recently, when I told my mom | was 
about to see Big Eyes, she warned me, 
“Remember, that’s a one-sided story.” 

For the Keane nieces and nephews I’m 
still in contact with, the reports of my great- 
uncle’s deceit were always regarded as 
further tall tales in the daring adventures of 
Walter Keane. Given that the courtroom 
paint-off happened in the pre-Internet age, 
long before our current media-saturated 
culture, the details of the trial were not 
widely disseminated. And because Walter 
never admitted to being an impostor, it was 
more fun for us to revel in his outlandish 
mythology. We can’t do that anymore. 

Margaret wasn’t surprised to hear that 
he’d maintained his innocence. “I think he 
had convinced himself. It must have been a 
total shock to find out he couldn't paint,” she 
says with a laugh. “It was a shock to every- 
one.” Except her, of course. Watching Burton 
tell her side of the story has been cathartic. 
“Seeing it on the big screen was overwhelm- 
ing,” she says. “Christoph looked and acted 
just like Walter. And Amy portrayed just how 
| felt.” That Big Eyes attempts to right how 
wronged she was is gratifying, to be sure, 
but Margaret, who reads the Bible daily, has 
bigger dreams for what the film might 
accomplish. “I hope it helps people to never 
tell a lie. Never,” she says. “One tiny lie can 
turn into horrendous, terrible things.” Not to 
mention what a damper it can put on your 
famous-uncle stories. ll

N THE THIRD EPISODE of Netflix’s historical drama 
Marco Polo, a blind martial-arts master instructs the 
titular Italian adventurer about kung fu. “It means 
supreme skill from hard work,” he teaches while 
schooling Marco’s ass with crane-and-tiger moves. 
“The painter. The calligrapher. They can be said to 
have kung fu.” An entertaining television show can 
be said to have kung fu too, though it needs to quickly 
prove it. You have to knock us out immediately or we won't 
be back the next week—or, with a bingeable, the next hour. 
There’s just too much great kung fu out there to be wasting 
time on anything that isn’t a kick in the head. 

This is to say that Marco Polo’s pilot blows. The premise is 
stale, a riff on the Western-white-guilt stranger-in-a-strange- 
land-goes-native genre. You can start counting the minutes 
until Marco (Lorenzo Richelmy) falls for the moony princess 
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JACK ROWAND/ABC 


(Zhu Zhu) and repudiates his own exploitative 
people. There’s an abundance of stunningly 
costumed characters and palace intrigue but 
no personalities or relationships to care about, 
perhaps due to creator John Fusco’s desire to 
show key individuals as forlorn, abandoned, or 
isolated. The world of 13th-century China is 
well reproduced yet visually dull, all dim throne 
rooms, spare parlors with gauzy curtains, and 
muddy, dungy villages. Unclothed women 
abound. You start the hour sweating another 
bloody, boobsy, broadswords-and-hideous-men 
periodfest. Before the end, you realize there 
are worse things. Like being boring. 
Somewhere in the middle of episode 2, 
though, Marco Polo becomes surprisingly 
watchable. The filmmaking becomes bolder. 
Cameras glide across grasslands under 
watercolor blue skies, crosscutting between 
scenes. Benedict Wong’s Kublai Khan asserts 
himself as the show’s true center, beginning 
with a subplot about his unraveling relation- 
ship with his brother. Khan is one of those 
beautifully ugly gangster- 
kings with principles, 


Soraie cunning, and a palpable 
WEAKEST internal life. His desire to 
WHEN IT’S rule the world is rank, 

ALL ABOUT but his vision of an open, 

MARCO pluralistic society (or the 

POLO. illusion thereof) makes 


him an appealing despot. 
Joan Chen as Khan’s empress wife slow- 
burns toward prominence, highlighting the 
drama’s interest in exploring the plight of its 
trapped or objectified women. 

Other characters start popping too. Jia 
Sidao (Chin Han), the cruel, insect-obsessed 
chancellor of a Chinese city-state, is a fine 
villain. The struggle of his concubine sister 
Mei Lin (Olivia Cheng), whom he uses as a 
spy against Khan, is compelling. Cheng plays 
many of her scenes naked, and the one where 
she slays three soldiers while au naturel is 
Starz-is-born memorable. 

In spite of some strengths, Marco Polo is 
weakest when it’s all about Marco Polo. 
Richelmy is likable but short on presence 
and depth. Marco’s arc, tracking the matu- 
ration of a naive, passive man-child into a 
toughened romantic hero, only accentuates 
this. Maybe he’ll grow as his character does. 
For now, he stands for a show that has some 
kung fu but requires the patience of a grass- 
hopper to see it. B= 


Inside the 
Fantasy Draft 


Once Upon a Time’s executive producers open the book on 
their character-selection process—including the addition 
of new villainess Cruella de Vil. -NATALIE ABRAMS 


Peter Pan is Rumplestiltskin’s 
father. The Evil Queen is dating 
Robin Hood. And Jiminy Cricket 

is a therapist. That’s just par for 
the course on Once Upon a Time, 
where executive producers Adam 
Horowitz and Edward Kitsis have 
turned the writers’ room into a 
sort of Neverland. Why grow up 
when you can create your own 
mash-up fantasy with various 
Disney and fairy-tale characters? 
When the ABC drama returns on 
March 1, the newest addition will 
be 101 Dalmatians baddie Cruella 
de Vil, played by Victoria Smurfit. 
She joins returning villainesses 
Maleficent (Kristin Bauer van 
Straten, who seems to have taken 
a detour through Angelina Jolie’s 
closet) and Ursula (formerly 
voiced by Yvette Nicole Brown, now 
portrayed in the flesh—tentacle?-— 
by Merrin Dungey) as the Queens 
of Darkness, who are out to find 
their own happy endings..even if 
they have to take them by force. 


How was Cruella chosen to 
enter the Once pantheon? “We 
have a giant dartboard,” Horowitz 
jokes. “Honestly, the process isn’t 
about going through the Disney 
catalog and flipping through the 
pages—it’s a gut feeling.” Though 
the producers have a long-term 
vision for which iconic characters 
they'd like to incorporate, the pro- 
cess has hit a snag before, such as 
when the rights to Captain Hook 
(Colin O'Donoghue) couldn't be 
cleared in time for a season 1 intro- 
duction and had to be pushed. But 
practically nothing is off-limits. 
Well, except maybe Star Wars. 
“There's something about putting 
Emma ona spaceship that doesn’t 
feel right,” Horowitz says. Usually 
their mad science experiments pay 
off, but not always. “The place we 
stretched it the most would proba- 
bly be Frankenstein,” Kitsis admits 
of the town physician (David 
Anders). “A lot of people had 
opinions on that.” Pitchforks down! 


Maleficent, Ursula, and Cruella de Vil 
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HILE THE MUSIC 
industry and media 
have been ready to 
crown Charli XCX a 
pop queen for years 
now, it took the one- 
two punch of “Fancy” 
and “Boom Clap” on the pop charts this 
summer to bring the rest of the world 
around. That delay may have been a blessing, 
though; if Charli had broken through back in 
2010 when she first signed a record deal, 
someone might have tried to smooth out the 
more interesting spiky bits in her personality 
and her music, and she might have been 
green enough to let them. 

Instead, Charli’s spent that time refining 
her spin on the classic bad-girl persona, one 
that’s defiantly foulmouthed and sexually lib- 
erated.

Billy Corgan 
and Tommy Lee tell the unlikely story of how the Motley 
Crile skinsman ended up smashing with the Great Pumpkin 
on the latter’s new album, Monuments to an Elegy.

‘Tommy Lee Billy told me 


the story of how they were 
sitting around in Chicago 
when they were recording 
these demos, and Billy looks 
at his guitar player and goes, 
“Man, these songs need 
Tommy Lee's drum parts 
and his energy.” And his 
guitar player looks at Billy 
and goes, “Well, why don’t 
you just call him?” 
When you sit 
backstage with people and 
you talk, Tommy’s name 
is always at the top of the 
list of great drummers. 
Drummers love Tommy Lee. 
We met a couple of

His manager emailed me 
and said, “Billy would like you 
to play on the new record,” 
and | said, “| would love to, 
but | can’t say yes until | hear 
the music.”

Tommy really 
invested in the record. “Drum 
+ Fife” was alittle more 
straight-ahead, and Tommy 
thought it was kind of soggy, 
so he lifted the groove.

When | 
heard that song, | started 
having all kinds of crazy 
ideas, and we just went at it.

was one of those weird
